regulating railways in the Native States. It is said 
that Maulvi Yusafuddin’s case has necessitated the proposed measure. It is a 
matter of surprise that those who impartially decided the Yusafuddin case 


should venture to bring forward a Bill which is calculated to be injurious to the - 


Native States. The loyal Indian subjects will, of course, say nothing against 
the proposed Bill, but it will meet with the severest condemnation outside. 


Although the Government has given us full liberty to protest against its actions, 
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i view of keeping it on the right path, it sometimes chovses to turn a 
iet > to our protests. The Government is probably of opinion that the 
proposed Bill will bear good: fruit, but, so far as we can understand, the Bill 
ill prove worse than useless. It is a matter of satisfaction that the British 

Government has, out of kindness, given something to the Native Chiefs to main. — 

tain themselves. What has once been given to them should always be 

considered as their own. The Native Chiefs ought to have absolute control 
over the revenues of their States. The Native States ought to beconsidered ag 
existing apart from the British possessions, and any interference with their 
cater sdininisteation ought to be considered unlawful. When the pro 
- Bill will be passed, construction of railways in the Native States, at their cost, 
will be rg 37 and then the Native States will be deprived of the powers by 
which the British Government is supposed to have been spreading civilisation 
in India. Seeing that the Native States, through which railways are alread 

running, are sustaining severe loss, it is clear that the railway, as proposed in . 

the Bill, is not at all nece for them.
